RECEPTION AT QUEBEC 


Quebec, Oct. 12.—The Duke of 
Connaught is here. 
Quietly without firing of guns or 


blowing of whistles, the Empress of 
Ireland at 6 o’clock last night round- 
ed the buoy in the channel and pro- 
ceeded to dock at her wharf. It was 
a small crowd that waited to greet 
the boat which carried Canada’s new 
governor-general. The announcement 
which had been made in the after- 
noon papers to the effect that the 
duke would not disembark until to- 
morrow had kept the curious mob 
from gathering about the dock, sav- 
ing their enthusiasm for today. 
CAREFUL SCRUTINY. 

Those who did come were subjected 
to careful scrutiny by the guard of 
police placed on the wharf for the 
purpose, and only those who had 
business inside were allowed within 
the enclosure. At the foot of the 
gang-plank waited a small silk-hatted, 
frock-coated group, who were to be 
the first to greet his royal highness 
on his arrival at Quebec. 

The group consisted of Thomas 
Mulvey, under secretary of state; 
Col. Sherwood, Dominion cammis- 
sioner of police ; Captain Malcolm, 
Colonel Sladen, and the aides-de- 
camp of the duke, who had come on 
ahead to prepare for his arrival. As 
soon as the way was cleared they 
went aboard. In the large saloon 
above, the Duke of Connaught, the 
Duchess of Connaught, . and the 
duke’s staff were waiting. As the 
visitors entered the duke greeted 
them with a hearty smile and a hand- 
shake all round.
